movement today. It was

hull and the laying of a stretch of maca- 
damized and dirt road near the corner of 
Douglas avenue and the Rapids road. 
The event brought a large number of 


prominent men interested iu the move- 
ment to Racine, among them Edward 
Scofield, governor of the State of Wis- 
consin; General iloy 
Stone; 
W. M. 


Moore, president of the slate and inter- 
state Good Roads nnd Improvement as- 
sociation, and besides several hundred 
fanners - from the county 
and 
citizens 


from K'cnoahii city and county. 


The convention was under 
the- aus- 


pices of'the. Stato and luler-Stato Good 
Roads and TubUc.Improvement .associa- 
tion. It was not for the benefit of any 
one class but fcr the good of all and its 
purpose for -aid in the' education of the 
people in road building and it succeeded 
in its purpose mo*;'^ admirably.

Turlington, his native- 
place, had al- 


ways been famous for its good roads and 
in twenty-four hours after a. heavy rain 
storm tho roads were in good enough con- 
dition for a farmer to haul a load of 
produce to town and oftentimes would go 
ten or fifteen miles to Burlington instead 
of six or eight to some.nearer town simp- 
ly because the roads were much more 
passable. 


This was certainly a good example of 


what 
good roads 
meant to a 
town. 


Farmers and merchants are perhaps more 
vitally and directly interested'than the 
mass of people, but ail are affected more 
or less by this important question of good 
roads. 


It is not necessary to elaborate on this 


question.

President W. U.'Moore. 


Who had just iirrivctl from the train,- 


delivered ;in instructive address, giving 
statistics showing how much was lost to 
the country by poor roads. 


He' said he hoped to see the day when 


Chicago and Milwaukee would be joined 
by a fine, boulevard, given up wholly to 
the wheelmen, automobile and carriages. 
Tiie railroads should not be allowed to 
disfigure the hike front in any manner. 
' Organization is 
tho 
watchword and 


key to success. 


City 
and county 
people should 
be 


brought together and the local or,*anizn- 
tion should be in touch with what 
is 


needed for good roads. 
The pulling pow- 


er of the domestic animals used for haul- 
ing loads was diminished 30 per cent by 
rouihi \vhidi would "would uiire * duck 


in winter and smother a camel in sum- 
mer." 


More power .was expended on country 


roads than was used in all the manufact- 
ories and steam power in the country. 


When Mr. Moore had concluded speak- 


ing the governor and party had arrived 
a,nd General Harrison made 
the

speech, 


Gen. E. G. Hnrrlxon 


The government expert on good roads, 
made several 
splendid suggestions for 


the building of roads. His ideal farm 
road is a stone road, with gravel as a 
close second. He presented 
ligurcs ' to 


show the resistance of the different ma- 
terials used in road building and 
the 


cost of transportation over same. 
He 


showed that the average cost on our com- 
mon roads is twenty-live cents per tor., 
per mile, on a. stone, road. The expense 
of moving a ton of produce is only eight 
cents. The total 
amount 
of 
produce 


moved last year in the United States 
was 300,000,UOO»tons. 


During -his talk, Governor Edward 


Scofield, accompanied by 
Secretary of 


State Froelicli entered the Auditorium, 
their advent was marked by a rigor- 
ous applause that 
his 
excellency re- 


sponded to by bowing repeatedly to the 
audience. 


Chairman Geo. N. Fratt then presented 


Governor Scofield in a few well chosen 
remarks and he spoke, as follows: 


The Governor's Speeeli. 


''There is an unpleasant feature abont 


this good roads movement. It lays ba-rc 
our carelessness and general slovenliness, 
which has been manifest in relation to 
the building of roads in this section of 
the country. But humanity, cither 
in 


the individual or in the 
masses,, has 


never made progress until it had brought 
before it the need for progress; and so, 
while it is unpleasant to be reminded of 


i our own short comings as to road-mak- 
| ing, it evidently is to have the. effect of 


making us more careful in this regard 
in tho future. 
'' 


"Care must be taken that1 a':l of this 


good roads enthusiasm is not wasted in 
meetings and discussions about roads. 
All these are necessary, but there is al- 
ways a tendency to flatter ourselves with 
what we intend to do, to the extent tiiat 
we neglect to do the thing.. 


"Tho practical illustrations given at 


these meetings .by experts jit, road build- 
ing are of inestimable value. I do noi 
know tlint these mcctings'would amount 
to anything at all if it were not for this. 
People who know little or nothing of 
road building, like myself, may talk by 
the hour and continuously through the 
year without bringing any great results, 
but when experts like tnose who have 
come here to assist you today, can give 
you a practical illustration of -how the 
work is to be done, at the same time 
they demonstrate to you by tigures and 
otherwise- the importance nnd necessity 
of the- work, a great deal will be accom- 
plished. I feel like repeating 
what 
I 


have said at a number of these meetings 
that special attention should be paid to 
instructing the farmers and others who 
attempt road building, in the use of ma- 
terials which they have. Unless this is 
done the result of these different gather- 
ings will be very unsatisiactory. There 
is not a county—there is not a township 
in the slate^of Wisconsin but what has 
materials for road 
building. They 
are 


not all equally good, but 
unless 
each 


township or section of the country ean 
utilise the materials it has on hand, the 
chances arc that very little in- the way 
of scientific road improvement will be 
accomplished. 


"When a farmer has learned to build 


a road scientifically, he has made a long 
advancement, and the fact must be es- 
pecially satisfactory to him because it 
proves first that scientific 
methods of 


doing 'things has appealed to him suc- 
cessfully, and that he is able to apply 
these method's to practical 
work. The 


building of good roads marks a long step 
in advance for the agrieultnra.l sections 
of our country, to say nothing of what 
it means to the population genera1!//1

Resolved, Thfitroad building and im- 


provement should be actively promoted 
by the fctleral department of agriculture;

crel government as may be necessary to 
unrry on the educational work which has 
been inaugurated.

of our representatives in congress to this 
matter.

ing' nnd improving roads: that the Ijcst 
results ean he obtained .according to ex- 
perience by the collection of our present 
road taxes-in cash, which permits the 
town authorities to purchase such ma- 
chinery from'year to year, and -with its 
help and' the employment of labor to 
accomplish many times more each year 
in the why of rorul improvement than" has 
heretofore been done by prevailing meth- 
ods.

Light company has won its first case in 
fight commenced some weeks ago on ac- 
count of the famous order made- by.Man- 
ager Eeggs to throw people off the cars 
who refused to pay fares by dropping 
nickels in the boxes. It was the case 
of the State of Wisconsin 
vs. 
August 


J-lyman, charged with assaulting Louis 
Wishmnn, a prominent cigar manufact- 
urer. The street railway company sent 
a gang of thugs here to eject people from 
the cars. 
August Hyman, -who was an 


employe of the 
road, was one 
of the 


bouncers. He ejected Mr. Wishman from, 
a car and was arrested by Frank Bassin- 
ger. a policeman,orders having been given 
by Mayor Biggins that all persons'laying 
their hands on citizens should be arrested. 
Tbc case was adjourned from time to time, 
account of the absence of Attorney Kear- 
ney of the, street railway company, but 
yesterday it ciimc on for trial. 


There was no sensational evidence and 


tlie whole thing hinged down to the ques- 
tion as to whether Hyman used more 
force than was absolutely necessary to 
put \Vishman off the car, after he had 
been requested to get off by both the 
motorman and the bouncer. 
City At- 


torney Itcck, District 
Attorney 
Lukes 


and Attorney Peter B. Nelson appeared 
for the state and Kearney & Thompson 
for the 
railway, while Superintendent 


Mitten of Milwaukee, was on the other 
side. Arguments lasted 
several hours 


aiid many authorities were cited.to prove 
that'the1 agent of the street railway com- 
pany was right or wrong. 


After hearing the testimony and argu- 


ments Judge Plett rendered the following 
decision: 


I dont think that any person felt any 


greater degree of indignation than did 
I over the attitude of this company in 
the so-culled interview that has been al- 
luded to in which the company practi- 
cally took the position of Boss Tweed 
with regard to the 'public, and threat- 
ened that they would take the law in 
their own hands and eject people from 
their cars for failure to obey their rules. 
Nor-in the attitude of the company in 
sending a lot of men here from Milwau- 
kee to cany out the alleged threat. 
T 


say I felt indignant over it. 
I still do. 


It 1ms nothing, however, to do with this 
case, and it has been difficult for.the at- 
torney?, and difficult for the court to 
keep' this com par T out of the ca-ie and 
to bear in mind that this is an action 
of assault and battery, a criminal action 
against this defendant 
which must be 


proven against him beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 


So far as the company is concerned 


the real question at issue, as I take it, 
is the question of the reasonableness of 
that rule aside from the question of un- 
necessary force. That, as I understand 
the law, is a question of fact for the jury, 
and if there were any way in which I 
could send this case to the Circuit Court 
and have the real issues tried by a jury 
and decided, without at the same time 
doing injustice to this defendant, I would 
do it a.nd do it very quickly.' 


But now, looking at this case, it is con- 


ceiled for tho sake of argument that the 
rule -is reasonable. 
No proof is put in 


that it is unreasonable. 


I take it that the Court must assume, 


under the circumstances, that it is reas- 
onable, without passing upon it, aiid I 
must say that in the opinion which the 
court is about to render tho question of 
its reasonableness is not passed upon, but 
left for future consideration in some other 
case. 


The first cnsc at 
bar then simmer.? 


down to my mind to just two proposi- 
tions. First, was unnecessary force used, 
and second, after the defendant was re- 
ijuestcd to obey the rules of the company, 
was sufliciont time given him to comply 
before force was used? 


Now on the first proposition, as to the 


unnecessary force, there is certainly, as it 
seems 
to , me 
hi this ciise, sufficient 


••round to raise a reasonable doubt, even 
if you take the testimony of your wit- 
nesses. Discredit as much, us you see fit. 
The state must prove its case beyond a 
reasonably doubt. What is the testimony 
in regard to unnecessary forct'i I fail to 
see wncre there is any showing of any 
showing of any 
violence. 
The proof 


is 
uncontradictcil 
that 
this 
de- 


fendant, 
first 
with 
his 
right 


hand took hold of the one arm of the 
complaining-witness. Tiiat he then took 
hold with his.other hand of the same 
arm. 
There was aoparc'titly a. pushing, 


no jerking, no yiolcnc'o >vkn-tover. Thut | 


pushing was not sufficient to compel the 
complaining witness, to release tlic'hold 
that'he had upon tlie brake or upon the 
edge of the car. 
He _wasn't injured in 


any way, shape or manner, and there is 
no showing of unnecessary violence. 
';' 


As it seems to me on the proposition 


of whether or not:' a sufficient warning 
whs given to this complaining witness 
of the rule, and a sufficient time in which 
to comply wiui that rule, there is some 
.difference of testimony. 
Some discrepan- 


cies. 
The testimony of the complaining 


witness throughout is very unsatisfac- 
tory. 
'It is'JacK 01 knowledge'as-to 


where 
he was, what 
ho was'- doing 


where he had gone irom in getting on 
the car, and the whole narrative as given 
by the complainant is very unsatisfac- 
tory. 


With regard to 'the notice, saying noth- 


ing at,'all about'the testimony of Mr. 
Miller,'we come'down to the testimony 
of the motorman" and of the defendant 
and of what occurred 
when 
the car 


stopped. 
' ' .. 


Xow to hold that the complainant did 


not have notice and did.not have time to 
comply with the notice is to absolutely 
discredit and disbelieve this reotorman. 
Tn regard to this man I am placed in 
somewhat of a peculiar position. 
His 


paternal grandfather I knew from child- 
hood up to the time of his death. lie was 
a'very tine man, and owned a vwy large 
farm in tlie county of Kenosha. 
The 


father of the young man was a boyhood 
companion, though somewhat older than 
mysiilf and 
his mother also was well 


known to me. I have watched this young 
man ever since he has been here in town, 
know of him and have observed his ac- 
tions and his conduct during the two 
years that he has been here and I must 
<ay from what information I have been 
able to glean in the past as to his char- 
acter that he is exemplary. The young 
man has saved 
monoy, 
even with the 


small amount that he is receivring, has 
married, and settled down in life, and 
liL-ars a very excellent character. 1 don't 
need in order to find his story true, to dis- 
credit or find that the other witnesses arc 
falsifying, and 1 do not so find. It simply 
comes to a question of positive and nega- 
tive testimony! 
The motorman and the 


defendant each swears positively that he 
did go - and ask this man either to -put 
Miis fare in the box or get off the ear. 
That the man refused: That he was then 
turned over to the man who has been 
denominated a bouncer.'and that he took 
charge of him and 
the alleged assault 


took place. 


The testimony of the defendant is ex- 


actly in conformity with that 
of Mr. 


Johnson, the motorman. 


The testimony of the state's witnes.«3 


is simply that they dm not sec the motor- 
man ask the man for his fare. 


It is a most unfortunate thing that 


this occurred. 
The one sensible thing 


that was 'done on that day was the send- 
ing of thefc men back to Milwaukee. If 
they had'never come it would have been 
a great deal better for the city 'and a 
great deal better for the railroad com- 
pany, but that is neither here nor there.

nal laiit evening a man was arrested at 
Mcnash.1, Wis., yesterday 
on suspicion 


of being implicated or knowing something 
about the murder of William J. Tulis ac 
Burlington. 


.George Harlon, end man of the Fehoy- 


Milliard Minstrel troupe, is tlia name of 
the man. Harlow took the arrest quietly 
and ho was immediately turned over to 
Sheriff Edward Eein. of this city, and De- 
tective Unckmeiser of Chicago, who i» 
engaged on the case. Harlow was im- 
mediately brought to this city and locked 
up in the county jail, but it was done 
so quietly that not a soul knew of it until 
today, the belief prevailing that he was 
looked up at Burlington. 


Sheriff Hein, after locking np Harlow 


immediately departed for Burlington to 
work on other clues. He came in from 
Burlington this morning, accompanied by 
the detective, but lie said that there was 
nothing for publication and lie deemed it 
the best policy not to allow the news- 
paper men to interview Harlow. 


From Burlington it is learned that Har- 


low is well known, there and was a former 
resident. He left the village last Friday 
evening with 
the minstrel 
company. 


Just how he is suspected of being impli- 
cated the Burlington people do not say 
and the. officers will not explain, but .the 
supposition is that there are others. 


Report from Burlington states that two 


overcoats and a SS-calibre revolver have 
been found iu a building on the outskirts 
of Burlington and that the size of the 
gun corresponds to the bullefo extricated 
from the body of the dead watchman. 


Tulis was shot and killed by robbers 


early in the morning of October 14. Th« 
robbers stole a spike maul and rubber 
coat at the section house of the Milwau- 
kee road which, with 'a bicycle lantern 
and pockctknife, were found outside the 
building. 
Three shots 
were fired, one 


taking effect in Tulis' left shoulder, an- 
other in his left side and the third lodged 
in the window casing near which was fit- 
ting.

The village- board of Uurlington held a,

They 


will be allowed to build no sidetracks 
inside the corporate limits of the village 
and will be forbidden the use of any 
bridges b'.iilt by taxation. 
Under these 


conditons, 
which it is understood the 


company is willing to accept, the fran- 
chise will be granted. 


The road will be built down Chestnut 


street, and come in at. the north end of 
Pine, running southerly to Short, street, 
anil across the White river anrl a. point 
of thc-J'ox to North street and out. Two 
bridges will have to be built by the com- 
pany, crossing these two streams. It is 
understood that a tiO-ccnt fare has been 
promised between

BOERS ARE'UTTERLY CRUSHED 


£apllih Fljmlc Movement Causes Conster.- 


imtion in Their KnnHs—Bnrjjhorii 


pUtruntTliolr,General and Loie 


TUoir FisUtinE Spirit, 


LONDON, Oct. 21.—According to later 


advices, yesterday's battle at 
Glcncoe 


lasted eight'hours, and 
nearly 
seven 


hours elapsed before.-the last Boer guu 
was put out of action. The Irish fnsi- 
leers and King's rifles, mcMiwliile ad- 
vanced to the assault'and were shooting 
their wny up the hill, driving the Boers 
back from shelter to shelter, until/the, 
final .rush of the British carried them to 
the summit. 


It was a bright, clear .mornjng,. which, 


enabled operations to be followed by the 
staff officers without difficulty:. .A curi- 
ous, fact was that several times a-luU oc- 
curred in .the firing on both sides, the 
British infantry apparently 
taking 
a 


breathing space in. the stiff climb, the 
Boers also holding'back their fire. 


The magnificent practice of the Brit- 


ish guns was an immense help, .und the 
success of the assaiilt wiis greatly, due 
thereto. 
An enormous quantity of am- 


munition was expended. ' 


Once the British bayonets showed on 


the lop ot Kopje t'ae Hoers retreated and 
when on .descending the •othe'r,,side .they 
found a British battery and British cav- 
alry outflanking them, the retreat became 
•a rout. 
The British guns followed and 


they- shelled the Hying Boers: The latter 
did not wait to try conclusions with the 
hussars tind mounted infantry who ap- 
parently seldom got near enough to -de- 
liver effective volleys. 


The pursuit continued until dusk w'hen 


tho Boers were completely demoralized. 
A heavy rniu begaii to full lute in the af- 
ternoon, which naturally impeded the ar- 
tillery work. It is a striking coincidence 
that yesterday was the second anniver- 
sary of a similar feat of British anus in 
India,

A city with streets in bad condition is 
he subject of general criticism, and no 
onic evokes-more of a howl from tax- 
nycrs and the users of the streets than 
his. But. bad roads in the country seems 


be the normal condition and, strange 


o say, the users of them appear to be 
he b"c*t contented. 
It has been csti- 


rnted by .'competent authority that half 
. billion"tons of freight are moved every 
•ear at an expense of 'not less than $2 
' ton or a total of $1.000,000.000 per nn- 
nim. 
With roads in iirst class condi- 


tion this expense would be materially 
educed in fact as figured to about $400,- 
300,000 per year. 


These figures of course seem very large,
